Which Arose in City Light- 
ing Last Year.

A municipal garbage reduction plant, as 
suggested by Mavor Rolla Wells in his 
message to the Municipal Assembly Tues- 
day afternoon, may be the first practical 
step toward public ownership. 

Mayor Wells said to the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday morning: 

‘‘My message was not of a political char- 
acter. It was not aimed at any man or set 
of men, but was called forth by the city’s 
necessities. 

“There is an old saying that ‘a stitch in 
time saves nine.’ The contract for the re- 
duction of the city’s garbage will expire 
Sept. 2 next, and it is necessary that 
prompt action should be taken. to avoid a 
repetition of the trouble over the city Nght- 


ing of.some months ago.” 

“Would you recommmend the purchase 
by the city of the pant of the St. Louis 
Sanitary Co.?”’ Mayor Wells was asked.

“In the event that the city’s financial con- 
dition is found to warrant it, would you 
favor the acquisition of the plant and its 
operation by the city?” 

“That is also a question which I do not 
eare to answer off-hand. All of the infor- 
mation possible must be secured, regarding 
the probable cost of the plant, the expense 
of running it and the experience of other 
ctiies in like’ undertakings, before an in- 
telligent decision can be arrived at. 

“My purpose in submitting the message 
was to prevent delay in ss for the 
proper disposition of the garbage after Sept. 
23, which might make competition impossi- 
ble and force the city te pay a needlessly 
large amount for the service.’ 

“My recommendations had to do only 
with the reduction of the garbage. The re- 
moval of both garbage and dead animals is 
provided for in a contract which has over 
seven years yet to run.” 

Mayor Wells was in conference W ednes- 
day morning with memoers of the City 
Council and later saw Dr. Max C. Stark- 
loff, health commissioner. The latter said, 
concerning the garbage question: 

“The present contractor for the reduction 
of the garbage, the St: -Louis Sanitary Co. 
has two plants, one in North St. Louts ard 
the other'in Seni sna ne North Str 
Louis’ plant wes burned a few years ago, 
but it has been repaired so as to destroy 
dead animals. 

“The main reduction plant, in South Bt. 
Louis, is one of the most complete in the 
country. 


What Reduction 
Plants Produce. 

“The product of the reduction plants are 
principally fertilizer and soap grease, which 
are sold by the contractors. Of course they 
make money, but how much I have no idea. 
One of the questions to be considered if the 
city should-buy the plant would be the dis- 
posal to be made of these products. It 
would hate to compete with private indi- 
viduals and corporations.”’ 

The garbage reduction contract, which ts 
row held by the St. Louis Sanitary Co., a 
reorganization of the St. Louis Reduction 
Co., to which the contract, was awarded in 
1890, allows the company $1.80 per ton for 
not to exceed 100 tons of garhage per day. 
The cost of this service for the last fiscal 
year was about $65,700. 

The officers of the St. Louts Sanitary Co. 
are: Charles F. Hermann, president; James 
Campbell,. vice-presid*> ° fit +: #2 1g, op. 
lv, secretary. Edward Butler, it is said, is 
the largest stockholder. 

The Excelsior Hauling and Transfer Co. 
was on July 1, 1598, awarded the contract 
for hauling the city garbage and dead anl- 
mals until July, 1908, for the sum of $127.00 
a year. The contract previous to 1898 calied 
for an annual cost of $85,000.

The bond of 
the company is signed by Edward Butler 
and.

Butler’s Son-in-Law Turned Down for 
License Commissioner and Re- 
publicans Have Four 
Chairmanships. 


The action of Mayor Wells in appointing 
Joseph P. Whyte license commissioner, 
Tuesday afternoon, was a complete sur- 
prise to the politicians, who expected the 
plum to fall to “‘Dick"’ Lancaster or P. Wd. 
Linchey, son-in-law of Edward Butler. 

Following closely upon the appointment 
of James G. McConkey as private secre- 
tary. for which place the party workers 
had picked another man, and taken in 
connection with other events of the day, 
the Whyte appointment was regarded as 


doubly significant. 

The garbage contract message which 
Mayor Wells sent to the Municipal Asseni- 
bly added to the bewilderment of the coterie 
of politicians who hung around the House 
and Council chambers during the after- 
noon. If the ‘mayor had sent in an em- 
nhatie declaration of independence of cer- 
tain elements in the party the effect coulr. 
not have been more startling. 

The committee on sanitary affairs of the 
Council, to which the message was fe- 
ferred, is composed of two epublicans, 
Messrs. Horton and Schnell, and one Demo 
crat. Mr. Gibson, and prompt action Ic 
expected from that body. 

In the House of Delegates the fate oi 
any measure proposing a change in the 
method of disposing of the garbage, either 
by purchase of the plant of the St. Louls 
Sanitary Co., as suggested by Mayor Wells, 
or.a reduction of the profits to the present 
contractors, will probably meet with oppo- 
sition. 

Mr. Whyte, the new license commission- 
er, will not take office until his appoint- 
ment shall have been confirmed and his 
bond approved by the Council. His ap- 
pointment holds good orily until June }, 
at which time a new commissioner must be 
named, to serve until the next general elec 
tion, when his successor will be chosen 
The office was made an elective one by 
the last legislature, but as Commissioner 
Kalbfell's term expired several days ago 
an ad tntérim appointment had to _ be 
made to how good until the new law shall 
have gone into effect. 

The salary of the license commissioner is 
$4000 a year. His staff consists of a ee: 
assistant deputy, eight clerks, four vehicle 
inspectors, 10 inspectors and a stenographer, 
a total of DB.

Aside from the appointment of license 
commissioner, which is the most important 
one Mayor Wells will have for two years. 
unless vacancies shall occur, and the mes- 
sage on the garbage matter, to the poll- 
ticlans, the most surprising feature of 
Tuesday afternoon's council meeting was 
the complexion of President Hornsby's 
rmommittees.

try of Christendom. 

‘*‘Three-quarters of a century, a half a 
century ago, anti-Catholic prejudice was 
dominant in the land. Our non-Catholic 
fellow citizens were not to be blamed; 
they had not Known Catholics as Cathol- 
ics are, and they treated them according to 
what they believed of them But today 
in America the reign of ill-feeling and 
animosity has passed away. In America 
Catholies and non-Catholics differ from one 
another in creeds and spiritual allegiance; 
but, as true Americans, they respect one 
another and accord to one another their 
civil and social freedom, all working to- 
gether in peace and harmony for the great- 
er weal of society and of country. 

“The problem before the church of Amer- 
ica was whether the Catholic religion could 
prosper in an atmosphere of absolute free- 
dom without aid or prop from state or- 
ganization, or even from compact social 
or national traditions, whether from its 
innate vigor, watered by the dews of 
heaven alone, it could Hive and prosper. 
To one who believes in the divine origin 
of the Catholic faith or who has read dil- 
igently its story of ages, the issue of the 
roblem should never have been doubtful. 
fet so accustomed had Catholics been to 
see the church allied with the state or 
working only in populations, in whose 
souls it was encrusted by the accretions of 
centuries, that many in America and more 
so in Europe, were not willing to trust to 
its vitality when planted suddenly, as it 
were, in the wilderness to battle alone 
and unprotected with drouth and tempest. 
The problem has been most interesting, 
for this other reason, that, whether for 
woe or weal, the entire world is seen rap- 
idly drifting towards the social and politi- 
cal conditions of America, and the church 
on trial in America is on trial for the 
world. 

“In America the Catholic faith was on 
trial and so was democracy itself in its rela- 
tions with religion.

WORLD’S FAIR BILL DEFEATED. 
Lost in the Arkansas House, but Cer- 
tain of Passage Friday. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 17.—The St. 
Louis World's Fair appropriation bill was 

defeated in the House. 

The bill received 62 votes, which is 12 
more than a majority of the entire mem- 
bership, but Speaker Humphreys held that 
it required two-thirds, or 67, to pass the bill, 
as it carried an appropriation of $30,000. Mr. 
McCain of Pulaski filed a motion to recon- 
sider the vote by which the bill failed, 
which will be acted upon Friday. It will 
surely pass then, as fully 10 members who 
favor the measure were absent today. Rep- 
resentative Futrell of Paragould and Rep- 
resentative Allen of Rector, Clay County, 
were the only members from Bastern Ar- 
kansas who voted against the bill. 

By an error in the addition of the vote 
the clerk at first announced that the bill 
had received 67 votes, and the speaker de- 
clared that the bill had passed. Mr. Jobe 
of Hempstead County, who led the opposi- 
tion to the bill, demanded the counting of 
the ballot, which was found to be correct. 
In adding the roll-call the second time the 
error was discovered and the speaker an- 
nounced that the bill had failed to pass. The

Harass Them. 


NEW YORK, April 17.—Capt. Otto Von 
Lossberg, captain of the Second Battery, 
Transvaal State Artillery, who left the 
Boer army in January, being incapaciated 
with wounds, arrived from Europe with 
Montague White and is now at the Im- 
perial Hotel. He will start for New Or- 
his old home, tonight.

“That is the kind of men who fight 
for the Boer cause,’ continued Capt, Von 
Lossberg. The English have violated every 
law of civilized warfare, They have armed 
5000 Kaffirs, who are in Steinacher’s Horse, 
which is the scum of Bouth Africa. They 
fight like the Hessians. fought you—for 
hire. They get 12 shillings a day. They 
plunder and pillage everybody, young and 
old alike. 

“When I was wounded I was put in a 
Red Cross ambulance and started for Lou- 
renzo Marques. We were held up by fifty 
Kaftirs who wore nothing but breech 
clouts and carried British rifles. They 
took everything we had and turned me 
back to Pretoria. 

“I complained of the violation of the 

Red cross fiag and robbery to the British 
officers. They investigated and admitted 
that I had been shamefully treated. They 
promised restitution ‘after the war.’ You 
Americans-have little conception of the re- 
sources of the Boers. Gen. Delarey alone 
has 3,090,000 rounds of ammunition. We 
have twenty guns and a Long Tom, The 
latter is hidden for future need. We need 
nothing but ambulances and surgical sup- 
lies, 
“The Holland societies sent us three am- 
bulances and nurses several months ago 
via Lourenzo Marques, The British there 
had them held up and they are there yet, 
while our men are dying for the need of 
them. 

“Our forces are distributed like this: De- 
larev has 6000 men, Botha 4000, De Wet 6000 
and the rest are in fivying corps. They con- 
stantly harass the British. Most of our 
men are fighting south of Pretoria. 

“The Americans with our army and par- 
ticularly the Irish-Americans are doing 
magnificent fighting. One of the latter was 
a sergeant major in the Sixth Massachusetts 
Regiment. The Irish-Americans prevented 
the capture of our Long Tom by their 
bravery at Leydenberg. They fought like 
fiends. 

“The English have 100,000 men tied up 
ruarding the railroad at Port Elizabeth, 
New London, Durham and Cape Town. Last 
November a lot of mules and horses for 
their army reached Lourenzo Marquez. Only 
the French consul protested. German and 
American consuls were mute. Portugal 
heeded the French protest and made the 
ships unload elsewhere out of Portuguese 
territory. 

“The British recently desecrated the 
Lutheran Church at Rusterly Misston. The 
Tommies took the church organ, and while 
one of them played the others danced to 
the music with the Kaffir girls. At Lich- 
tenberg the British desecrated a cemetery 
by making it a cattle pen. 

“Our winter season begins in May and 
ends in September. The Boers will take 
to the hills until it is over. They have lit- 
tle baggage to impede their mobility, while 
the British troops are weighted down. We 
will play havoc with them when the winter 
sets in.’’

Trades Union Against the 
New Steel Trust. 


UNIONISM IS- THE = ISSUE 


MUCH HINGES UPON THE UON- 
FERENCE NOW PENDING. 


It May Result in the Calling Out of the 
50,000 Members of the Amal- 
gamated Iron and Steel 
Association. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 17.—Quiet pre- 
vails about the W. Dewees Wood plant of 
the American Sheet Steel Co. at Mchees- 
port. The strikers are wafting for the de- 
cision of the national advisory board, in 
session here today, as to the advisability of 
calling out the employes of the other mills 
controlled by the American Sheet Steel Co. 
to aid them in their fight. 

The issue is recognition of the union—the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
W orkers. 

The battle bids fair to be a momentous one 
in its results—the most important trades 
union of the country against the most 
powerful combine of capital in the world— 
the new steel trust. 

Fifty thousand men is considered by ([a- 
bor authorities to be a fair estimate of the 
membership of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion. The association is, according to the 
sttaement of Secretary John Williams, in a 
more prosperous condition financially than 
ever in its history. Of the total memoper- 
ship 15,000 are employed by the Republic 
Iron and Steel Co., which is not a member 
of the Morgan combine, and by the inde- 
pendent mili plants here and elsewhere. Of 
the American Sheet Steel Co's plant 60. per 
cent of the total capacity is in organized 
mills. The company operates 18 large plants 
and a number of small ones, some six of 
the 30 plants owned by the combine being 
shut down and partially dismantled. Twelve 
of the plants are union mills. The most 
important of the nonumion plants are the 
Vandergrift (Pa.) works, the Apollo (Pa.) 
works and the mills at Wellsvilie, O., and 
Leechburg, Pa. 

The strikers had an exciting night. It 
was reported that the company would make 
an attempt to bring outside men to Mc- 
Keesport and that a score or more of men 
were on barges across the river awaiting 
an opportunity to be smuggied into the 
works. Patrols were thrown out and every 
avenue of approach guarded, but the report 
was evidently without’ foundation, as the 
expected move did not develop. The ham- 
mer house was the only department In op- 
eration and unless the sheet mills resume 
work soon the men in this department will 
have no material to work on after Friday 
of this week. 

During the night Manager Cooper posted 
an order notifying all employes in the run- 
out foree, bar mill and sheet mill to report 
for work on Thursday, April 18, at 7 a. ‘a 
or consider themselves discharged. They 
were requested, in the latter cage, to call 
at the office and get their money. 

A high board fence has been built around 
No. 2 mill and it is reported that an at- 
tempt will be made to start it. The plant 
has 16 mills. 

The members of the national advisory 
board and vice-presidents of the Amalga- 
nated Association, who had been called to- 
gether by President Shaffer to consider 
measures in connection with the. strike, 
were slow in assembling. Previous to the 
meeting Mr. Shaffer said he would ask for 
power to call out at his discretion the em- 
ployes of the American Sheet Steel Co., 
and then, if he deems it necessary, as a last 
resort, to extend the strike order to all the 
7. of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, 

He did not hesitate to declare his inten- 
tion of carrying out his prerogative of call- 
ing out the employes of the great combine, 
if the resolution was passed by the board. 
Seid he: 

“I could not yield the point demanded of 
me at McKeesport. and I would rather die 
fighting than lie down. The issue has been 
drawn, there can be no backing down now. 

“We have received telegrams from our 
members in different sections of the coun- 
try*indorsing the stand we have taken and 
saying they will stand by us if it comes 
to a general strike.’’ 

President Shaffer also wired President 
Samuel Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor explaining the situation at 
length and asking for any assistance the 
federation could give if the conflict came.

FOR MORE HIGH SCHOOLS, 

The comparison between the high schools of St. Louis and 
Kansas City, which Assistant Superintendent Blewett makes 
after a Visit to Kansas City, emphasizes once more the great 
need of St. Louis for more high schools. 

As published in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, Mr. Blewett found 
that 3500 children attend high school in Kansas City and 
only 1700 in St. Louis. The chief reascn for this difference, 
-Mr. Blewett says, is the fact that Kansas City has three high 
schools, while St. Louis has only one, which is inaccessible 
to St. Louis children living in the North and South ends of the 
city. No one can deny the truth of this. 

Children in North and South St. Louis who wish to attend 
High School have, as a rule, to take from one to three street 
cars, or a railway train and one or two street cars. This 
takes a great deal of time; is exhausting and expensive. It 
is, in effect, the same as if these children were discriminated 
against in favor of those in the western and central parts ol 
the city. As long as it continues Kansas City’ and othe 
places will make a better showing than St. Louis can in the 
matter of high school attendance. 

The existence of private or semi-public institutions for ad- 
vanced pupils can never make up for a lack of high schools. 
Every child in St. Louis is entitled to high school education. 
Wé should have high schools in the North and South ends of 
the city. Every effort of the Board of Education should be 
bent to this end. No educational work for St. Louis is of 
more pressing importance, with the exception of ample pro- 
vision for grammar schools. Of course, grammar schools 
come first, but no time should be lost in bringing St. Louis 
at least beyond the standard of Kansas City in the matter of 
high school accommodation.

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THE GARBAGE MESSAGE. 


In urging the Municipal Assembly to provide for the ex- 
piration of the garbage collection contract, which expires next 
September, Muzor Welis suggests that the Assembly consider 
the feasibility of acquiring and operating the plant, provision { 
for which is made in the present contract. 

The suggestion is good. The main point of the 
communication is that one of two things should be done— 
provide for competition on a new contract or acquire the 
plant and have the work of collection and reduction done by 
the city. 

In considerirg the question the Municipal Assembly must 
take into aceccunt not merely the feasibility of acquiring the 
plant, but the pussibility of securing real competition. Is it 
possible to get bona fide bids against the contractor who now 
holds the contract and possesses the plant? Will not the 
bidding be necessarily a sham if any competitive bids are 
offered? Can bidders who must buy the present plant or con- 
struct another compete with the present contractor? 

Undoubtedly the collection and-reduction of the garbage are 
proper fieids for municipal work—as proper as sanitary work, 
street cleaning or lighting. The fact is, as the city’s experi- 
ence with the contract system proves, the doing of the work 
by the municipality would be a great advantage. Under the 
present system the sanitary authorities are greatly hampered 
and the friction between the contractor and both officials and 
citizens is very great. The city suffers pecuniarily and from 
the inefficiency of the work. 

The question is one of ways and means, but the Municipal 
Assembly would do well to solve it in favor of the city. This 
solution would mark progress-on the lines of practical munici- 
pal ownership, to which the Democratic administration is 
pledged.

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PAWNEE ROCK. 


By Col. Henry Inman. 


Pr" scene « ROCK has probably been the | 
scene of a hundred fights, and a vol! 
ume could be written in re'ation to it 

Kit Carson, one night some years ago, when 

camped half way up the rugged sides of | 

“Olid Baldy" in the Raton Range, told in 

his peculiarly expressive way, among other | 
border reminiscences, the following litle 

story, the incidents of which occurred long 
years ago. 

The night was cold, although midsummer. 
and we were huddled around a little fire of | 
pine-knots, more than 8000 feet above the | 
level of the sea, close to the snow limit. We| 
had left Maxwell's early in the morning to | 
trace a quartz lead that cropped out near | 
the mouth of the copper mine worked by | 
him, and night overtook us many miles from | 
the ranch; so we concluded to remain on the 
mountain until daylight. We had no blan- 
kets, and, of course, had to sit up through 
the long hours; and as it was terribly cold, 
we made a fire, filled our pipes and spun 
yarns to keep awake. Our lunch that we 
had brought was all eaten about noon, so 
we were supperless as well; but a swift, 


cold mountain stream ran close to our little 
camp, and we took a swallow of that occa- 
sionally, which served the place of a meal. 

Kit (the general, as every one called him) 
was in a good humor for talking, and we 
naturally took advantage of this to draw 
him out—for usually he was the most ret- 
icent of men in relation to nis own ex- 
ploits. The night was pretty dark, there 
was no moon, and our fire of dry knots 
blazed up beautifully every time the two 
Indians, whom we had appointed to this 
special duty, threw a fresh armful on. The 
flames cast their weird and fanciful shad- 
ows on the side of the mountain, and con- 
trasted curiously with the inky blackness: 
all around below us, while far above could 
be seen the dim outline of “Old Baldy’s”’ 
scarred and weather beaten crest—crag piled 
upon crag, until they seemed t6B touch the 
Starlit sky. 

For an hour or two the conversation was 
confined to the probabilities of gold being 
found in paying quantities in the moun- 
tains and gulches of the range; and when 
the interest on that subject flagged, Max- 
well having miade a casual remark in re- 
lation to some peak near by, just discern- 
ible in the darkness, d connecting the 
locality with some tr le he had had 10 
or 12 years before with the Indians, his 
reminiscences opened Kit Carson's mouth, 
and he said he remembered one of the 
‘“‘worst difficults’’ a man ever got into; so 
he made a fresh corn-shuck cigarette and 
told us the following ahout Pawnee Rock, 
which he said had been written up years 
ago, and that he had a paper containing it 
(which he afterward gave me), and which. 
with what Kit related orally that night, is 
here presented. 

“It was old Jim Gibson—poor fellow, he 
went under in a fight with the Utes over 20 
years ago, and his bones are bleaching 
somewhere in the dark canyons of the 
range, or on the slopes of the Spanish 
Peaks. He used to tell of a scrimmage he 
and another fellow had on the Arkansas 
with the Kiowas in 1836. 

“Jim and his partner, Bill something-or- 
other—I disremember his name, now—had 
been trapping up in the Powder river coun- 
try, during the winter, with unusual good 
luck. The beaver was mighty thick in the 
whole Yellowstone region in them days, and 
Jim and Bill got an early start on their 
ourney for the Missouri river that spring. 

ou_ see they expected to sell their. truc 

in Weston, o., which was the principal 
tradin oint on the river then. They 
walked the whole distance—over 1500 miles 
—driving three good mules before them, on 
which their plunder was packed, and they 
got along well enough until they struck 
the Arkansas river at Pawnee Rock. Here 
they met a war ngs 4 of about 60 Kiowas, 
who treed them on the rock. Jim and Bill 
were notoriously brave, and both dead 
shots. 
‘Before they reached the rock, to which 
they were driven, they killed 10 of the 
Kiowas, and had not received a scratch 
They had plenty of powder and a pouchfu! 
of buliets each. They also had a couple 
< eee for food in case of a siege, 
and the perpendicular walls of the rock 
made them a natural fortification—an al- 
most impregnable one. 

“They succeeded in securely picketing 
their animals on the west side of the rock, 
where they could protect them by their 
unerring rifles—but the story of the fight 
—_ be told tn Jim’s own way; he was a 

tty well educated fellow, and had been 
to college, I believe, in his younger days— 
lost the -~ he was going to marry, or had 
some bad luck or other, and took to the 
prairies when he was about 20. 
to tell it as near as he did as possible: 

“After the durned red cusses had treed us, 
they picked up their dead and packed them 
to their camp at the mouth of the creek a 
little piece off. In a few moments back 
they all came, mounted, with all their fix- 
ings and warpaint on. Then they com- 
menced to circle around us, coming closer, 
Indian fashion, every time, till they got 
within easy rifle range, when they slung 
themselves on the fore sides of their ponies, 
and in that position opened on us. Their 
arrows fell like a hailstorm around us for 
a few minutes, but as good luck would have 
it, none of them struck. I was afraid that 
first of all, .hey would attempt to kill our 
muies; but I suppose they thought they had 
the dead wood on us, and the mules would 
come mighty handy for their own use after 
our scalps were dangling at their belts. 
But we were taking in ail the chances. Bil! 
kept his eyes skinned, and whenever he 
saw a stray leg or head he drew a bead on 
it, and thug! over tumbled its owner every 
time. with a yell of rage. 

“Whenever they attempted to

I was 
scared; it seemed as if we must suffoca 
But we were saved miraculously. The 
of flame passed us 20 yards away, as 
wind fortunately shifted the moment 
fire reached the rock. Yet the darkness was 
so perfect we did not see the flame; we 
knew that we were safe, as the clear sky 
greeted us behind the dense cloud of smoke, 

“Two of the Indians and their he 
were caught ia their own trio, and peri 
miserably. ‘lhey had atte:npt-(l to reach 
the east side of the rock where the mules 
were, either to cut them loose or crawl up 
on us while bewildered in the smoke, ff 
escaped death. But they Pp 
only a few rods on their little expedition 
when the terrible darkness of the smoke- 
cloud overtook them. 

“All the game on the prairie which the 
fire swept over was killed, too. Only a few 
buffaloes were visible in that on before 
the fire, but even they were killed. The 
path of this herrible passage of flame 
as we learned afterward, was marked &@ 
along with the ecrisped and blackened car- 
casses of wolves, coyotes, turkeys, ¢ 
and every bute small birds. Inde 
it seen as if ‘Uving thing it met ha 
escaped its fury. — 

“The fire assumed such gigantic p t- 
tions and moved with such oy ore 
the terrible wind. that even t Arkansas 
river did not check its path for a moment, 
and we watched it carried across as reade 
ily as if the river had not been in 
way. This fearful praisie fire traveled 
the rate of eight miles in 15 minutes, 
was probably the most violent in its f 
tures that ever visited that country. 
was the most sublime picture I ever look 
upon, and for a moment it made us 
our perilous position. 

“My first thought, after the danger 
passed, was of the poor mules. I crawl 
down to where they were, and found them 
badly = but not seriously hurt. 
thought, ‘So far so good;’ our mules a 
traps were all right, so we took courage 
and began to think we should get out of 
the nasty scrape in some way or other. 

“In the meantime the Indiana, with the 
exception of four oF five left to the 
tock so we could not escape, ee 
back to thelr camp on the creek, 
were evidently concocting some new scheme 
to capture or kill us. 

“We waited patiently two or three hours

Patrick’s Lawyers Claim That There Js 
No Evidence to Connect Him 
With Rice’s Death. 


NEW YORK, April 17.—Surrogate Fitz- 


@erald today, on motion of William W. 
Cantwell of the law firm of Cantwell « 
Moore, counsel for Albert T. Patrick, grant- 
ed an adjournment: in the Willlam Marsh 
Rice will contest until the first Monday in 
June. 

Patrick was held 
Jerome for the grandjury on 
that he murdered Rice. 

Patrick will probably be indicted for mur- 
der in the first degree today, or at the lat- 
est within the next three days. Vale: 
Jones may also be indicted for the mur- 
der. 

The latter is at present in the House of 
Detention, charged only with forgery. Jus- 
tice Jerome, tefore whom Patrick's pre- 
liminary examination was conducted de- 
cided that Jones’ startling story of ine 
commission of the crime was sufficiently 
corroborated by Assistant District Attor- 
oe Osborne’s witnesses to warrant him in 

ding Patrick, without bail, to await the 
action of the grandjury. 

Patrick’s hearing was concluded Thurs- 
day last. The sole question at issue was 
whether or not Jones’ story of the crime 
was sufficiently corroborated. Justice Jer- 
ome took the transcript of the case to de- 
cide for nimself from the record, | 

“An examination of the evidence,’ he said 
in his decision, “satisfies me that the wit- 
ness Jones is adequately corroborated with- 
in the meening of the code by evidence 
tending to connect the defendant with the 
commission of the crime charged. The de- 
fendant must, therefore,*be held upon the 
charge of murder in the first degree to 
await the action of the grandjury.’ 

Patrick would not comment upon this de- 
Cision. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne said: 

“Patrick will be indicted right away— 
within the week. The state has no desire 
to delay the proceedings. Garvan is now at 
work on the complaints to be presented to 
the grandjury. There can be no doubt of the 
result of the ‘grandjury’s consideration of 
the complaint. I have enough evidence to 
convict Patrick before any jury.” 

William W. Cantwell of counsel for Pat- 
rick sald: 

“Of course we are somewhat disappointed 
at Justice Jerome's action. We are satisfied 
that not one iota of evidence was submitted 
in corroboration of Jones’ testimony of a 
nature to connect Patrick with Rice's mur- 
der. There was some corroboration, it is 
true, tending to confirm the Jones state- 
ment that he murdered Rice, but we do not 
wish to criticise the action of the justice. 
We do wish to say, however, that we desire 
the testimony submitted to the grandjury 
with the least possible delay. We will be 
ready to go to trial immediately upon the 
action of that body.’

DR. BUCKLEY SAYS IT IS WIDELY 
USED. 


ONLY RIVAL IS APPLEJACK 


Having Children Sign a Temperance 
Pledge He Pronounces an 
Absurdity. 


NEW YORK, April 17.—Rev. Dr. James 
M. Buckley startled the New York East 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church last night at its session in the Han- 
eon Place Methodist Church, Brooklyn, by 
saying that Jamaica ginger as an Ameri- 
can intoxicant is rivaled only by applejack. 
Dr. Buckley was making his annual report 


upon the “Christian Advocate,’’ of which 
he is the editor. 

He said that during the year he had re- 
fused $43,000 worth of advertising on the 

ound that he could not indorse the arti- 
cles sought to be advertised. He classed Ja- 
maica ginger among such objectionable ar- 
ticle and said he would not have it upon 
his table under any circumstances. 

Dr. Buckley said he refused to set apart 
@ special department in the newspaper for 
the publication of temperance news, be- 
cause, if temperance news were to be pre- 
sented under a temperance label, those who 
most need to read that column would be 
certain to skip it. 

He denounced as an absurdity having 
children 6 and 8 years old, barely able to 
sign their names, brought forward to sign 
their pledges, promising not to drink in- 
toxicants or use bad language. 

Dr. Buckley characterized the agitation 
fn favor of individual communion cups as 
“the most consummate humbug ever foist- 
ed upon the Christian Church.” He said 
that while he did not approve of the idea 
 geapetend he had saound the columns of 
he paper to its free discussion. In the re- 
port of the committee on temperance the 
workings of the Raines law were con- 
G@emned and the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union and the Anti-Saloon League 
Were commended, though several speakers 
took exception to some of the methods em- 
ployed by the latter organization.
